vp, koꝛ an offring. In the whiz 
che was a picture verp ſtrange, 
conteining tn it certaine fabtes 
and ſtozics, The which we coud 
nepther contecte whercok they 
were, noz of what tyme they 
were. Foz that that was peyn - 
cted, nother ſemed to vs to be a 
citie, no2 a foztreſſe, but there 
was in it one great circle 02 coz 
IJ ti paſſe,

paſſe, conteining within it two 
other circles, the one moze, and 
the other leſſe. There was alle 
a gate in the fir ſte cirele, and in 
the gate there ſeemed to vs g 
great compaigny to ſtand: Ind 
within the cloſure there appea⸗ 
red a multitude of women. Jn 
the entring of the firſte poarche 
and circnite there ſtode an olde 
man, whiche ſeemed as though 
he commaunded ſomewhat to 
the company, that entred in. 

2A fatherly man ſtandynge by 
bs, and ſepng vs muſe # doubt 
ofthis picture long time ambg 
our ſelues, ſaie d vnto vs: You 
ſtraungers, bee not alſhamed, 
though pe doubt what this pic⸗ 
ture is. Foz there be many, that 
dwell in this citie,that wot — 

; itte 
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titel what the inuencſon of this 
Table betokeneth. Foz, foz to 
ſaye trouth,none of this Cytee 
offered it, but a tertaine ſtraun⸗ 
ger in time paſte came hither, a 
wiſe man and a noble Philoſos 
pher, folowing bothe in woozde 
and deede the like of Ppthago- 
ras and Parmenides: who did 
builde this temple in the honop 
of Saturne, and alſo did offer 
vp to the Came this picture. Did 
you euer, ſaped J, knowe that 
ſame man by ſyghte: Lea, ſaped 
he, and had him longe tyme in 
great reuerente. Foz all be it he 
was but pounge, pet did he des 
bate, and diſpute, mani thinges 
cunningly, And Jhaue heards 
him talking often of the inuen⸗

Foz we great 
Ip couet to know, what this faz 
ble ſignifieth With good wpll 
Erecndes,quoth he, but pe muſte 
bnderſtand, that the declaracis 
on of it is perillous , Howe lo 
quoth J: Foz, quod he, pt pe at 
tentiklp herken and vnderſtand 
that that is ſaid, pe ſhal be both 
wyſeand happie. Ik pe do not, 
pe Hall be made bothe vnwple, 
vnhapppe, heaup and rude, and 
leade all pour life after miſera⸗ 
bly, Foz thts tale is like the rid⸗ 
del of Spinx,that ſhe purpoſed 
to folke:the whiche pf any body 
vnderſtode, he was lake, pk he 
vn der ſtode it not, he was flapne 
of Dpinx, The lame maner is 
in

in this tale, Foz folie is to me a 
Spinx. Ind ſhe alſo purpoleth 
to folke, what is good, what is 
pll, what is Hot good, what is 
not pil in this lyfe. Theſe thin⸗ 
ges except a man vnderſtand,he 
is ſlapne of folye: But not vt- 
terly,as he that is deuoured of 
Spinx, but a lyttell and a lyttle 
in al the whole life is conſumed 
lyke as they that be delyuered 
continually to be tourmented, 
But pt a man vnderſtand theſe 
thinges contrarywpſe, folye is 
loſt, the man is laued and made 
blisfull and happy al his life af 
ter, Wherkoze attend pediligftz 
ly and myſhere me not. O good 
lozd, into what a gredpe deſpze 
haſte thou bzoughte vs,yfthoſe 
thinges be as thou ſayeſt? Ind

quoth he, this circuite. We ſee 
it. This pe mult firſt know, that 
this plate is called lite: And the 
great company, that tandeth 
Gefote the dooze, be thoſe that 
Call enter into lyfe . The olde 
man, that ſtandeth aboue, ha⸗ 
uing in his one hande a paper, 
and with the other, as it were 
ſhewinge ſomewhat, is called 
Genius, He commaundeth the 
entrers, what they muſte dooe, 
if they wpll be kepte ſafe in the 
Iyfe, What wap doeth he _

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them go, and how, ꝙ J: Deeft 
thou not(quoth he) hard by the 
gate, a certaine ſeate, ſet in the 
place, where the greate tompa⸗ 
ny entreth : in the whiche there 
ſitteth a woman goodly of ma⸗ 
ners, with a faire lurpng coun⸗ 
tinaunce,and hauing in hir had 
a cuppe? J ſce hir, but what is 
ſhe, quoth J: She is called DiC 
teite, quoth he, myſleader of all 
folke . Than what dooeth ſhe⸗ 
She copelleth them, that come 
ints the life to dzinke as muche 
of hir cuppe as ſhe tan. What 
dzinke? Jt is, quo th he, errour 
and ignozaunce. What than 
WWhan they haue dzoncke that 
dzinke thei enter into lyfe. whes 
ther than do all folke dzinke er- 
r03 03 no: All dzinke(quoth he) 

Av but 
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but come moze,fome leſſe. Furs 
thermoze, ſeeſt thou not within 
the gate a great ſoz2t of women, 
bauing diuers hoziſhe tatchesz 
I ſee them. Thoſe be called opi⸗ 
nions, deſpzes, and luſtes, Js 
ſoone as the company entereth, 
thoſe leape foozthe and embzace 
euery one of theim, and akter⸗ 
ward conuey them away. Whi⸗ 
ther do they bring them⸗ Home 
biing theim, quoth he, to ſaue⸗ 
garde, and ſome to deſtruccion 
by Diſteit. O marueilous god, 
what a triage dzink telleſt thou 
of. But al theſe fozſatrd women, 
quod he, do pꝛomiſe, as though 
they would leade the entrers to 
the beſt thingẽ, and alſo to a lite 
happie, pꝛokitable, and commo⸗ 
dious:the entrers then * 
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the Pgnozaunce and Erroure, 
that thei dzonke by Deceite,can 
not kynde, whiche is the trewe 
way in the like, but wander vn⸗ 
aduiſedly : as thou ſeeſt theim 
that came in kyzſte, the whyche 
ſeme to wã der thither, as thoſe 
women poine> them. J ſee that, 
quoth J,butthat woman , what 
is ſhe, the whiche ſeemeth as it 
were one blind and madde: and 
ſtandeth vpon a rounde ſtoner , 
She is called, quod he, foztune 
ſhe is not onelp blinde, but alſo 
madde and deaffe. What doeth 
ſhe? Ohe walketh euerp where, 
quoth he, and from ſome ſhe tas 
keth richeſſe : toſome other (ſhe 
p_ : and from them by and 
p ſhe taketh agapne that, that 
he gaue them befoze, and dely⸗ 
yereth 
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Uereth it to ſome other, bothe 
without cauſe, without aduiſes 
ment,+ inconſtantly. Ind ther⸗ 
foze that token declareth well 
hir nature. what token 1s that, 
quoth J, that ſhe ſtandeth vpon 
a round ſtone? what betokeneth 
that? Marie that hir gyftes be 
bothe vncertaine and vnſtable, 
Wherfoze they that truſte vnto 
hir,ſuffer harpe and greuouſe 
troubles. But what meaneth 
the greate companie that ſtande 
about hir, and what be thei cals 
led: Certainli thei be called folk 
without iudgement oz conſide⸗ 
racion. Foz euerp one of theim 
dooeth aſtze thoſe thinges, that 
be bothe tranſitozie and vanyſs- 
ching. WDherefoze than doe the 

not looke all alike, but ſome o 

them 
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them do ſeme to rejopce, + ſome 
of thein be ſoꝛowkull, heup, and 
taſtyng ab2oade their handesy 
Thoſe which Ceme(quoth he) to 
reiopte and laughe, be of them, 
the whiche haue receiued ſome- 
what of Foztune, and thoſe cal 
hir good Foztune: But thoſe 
whiche ſceme to weepe and caſt 
sut their handes, bee of theim, 
from whom the hath take that 
the which che gaue them bekoze: 
Ind thoſe call hir pll Foztune. 
What thinges bee thoſe than, 
the which ſhe geueth theim, ſees 
pnge that the retceiuours reioice 
ſo muche in receiuing of theim, 
and the loaſers dooe ſo muche 
dꝛoupe + mourne fo: the loſſe of 
theim: Thoſe thinges ( quoth 
he)the whiche many folkes call 

goodes 
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goodes, Ye.but whiche be thepe 
Richeſſe,quoth he, and glozye, 
and nobilitec, and childzen,and 
lozdQHip, and krngadomes, and 
other ſuche Iyke . Whp be not 
thoſe thynges good in deedey 
As of that ( guoih he) we (hall 
diſpute an other tymc;:but now 
let vs goo fozthe with this tale. 
Be it ſo. 
¶ De xc not then, after pe haue 
paſſed this gate, another higher 
compace , and women ſtand ing 
withoute the ſame circuite ap⸗ 
poincted lpke harlottes: Ye vez 
rape well. The one of thoſe 1s 
called Incontinence , an other 
Iiot, an other Louetyſe, an oz 
ther Flattery . Why dooe they 
than ſtande here? Thep awaite 
duely vpon theim, the whiche 
| haue 
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haue receiued any thing of Fo 
tune. What than: Than they 
ſkippe fozth and imbzace them, 
and flatter, and pꝛape theim to 
abyde with theim, ſeynge, that 
thep ſo dopng ſhall haue a plea⸗ 
ſaunt lpte without any labour, 
griefe 02 trouble, Than pt᷑ an 

of theim be perſwaded by tho 

women to enter into pleaſure, 
ſo longe as that conuerſacion 
tickleth and delpteth hym, fo 
longe he ſhall thincke it weete, 
but afterwarde it is not (0. Fox 
as ſoone as he calleth him ſelfe 
home, he ſal well per ceiue, that 
he hath not eaten pleaſure, but 
that he hathe been by pleaſure 
bothe eaten and wionged. Fox 
when he hath conſumed all that 
Foztune gaue hym, he is 2 
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pelled to be thoſe womes flaue, 
and to ſuffer al thinges, and to 
be filthy, and foz their ſakes to 
leaue none vngracio? dede vn⸗ 
doen: As to take mens goodes 
from theim, to committe ſacrtz 
lege, to fozCweare and periure 
them ſelfe, to betrape, to robbe 
and roue, and to dooe all other 
ſache lyke mpſchenous deedes: 
But whan all thinges doe faile 
theim, than are thep delyuered 
to peyne and tourment. What 
pepne and tozment is that x 

Steſt thou not behinde ponder 
women(quoth he) as it were 3 
Iyttell mouthe ofa taue, and a 
tertaine ſtraict and darke place: 
and alſo there ſemeth to be wo⸗ 
me foule and ſluttiſh, and their 


flothes all bgydy, ragged, and 
begs 
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beggerlpzy ſee it well. Ofthels 


(he) che that hath the whyppe 


in hir hande, is called Punich⸗ 
ment: She that hath hir heade 
betwene hir knees, is Heuines: 
ſhe that plucketh hir own heare 
is D020w. But what miſchap⸗ 
pen, leane, and naked felowe is 
he, that ſtandeth by theim: and 
alſo an other fowle and leane 
woman lpke vnto hym : The 
man is called (quoth he) Wai⸗ 
lyng, and ſhe his ſiſter is called 
Sluggiſhneſſe, oz lacke of couz 
rage. Ind co to thole perſons 
he is delpuered, and with theim 
he liueth in continuall tozment. 
Than againe from hence he is 
thzowen into an other houſe of 
eupl happe:and there he paſſeth 
fozthe the reſte of his Ipfe in all

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diilery and wzetchednes, except 
Bepentance come to hom from 
-Foztune. Whp, what (hall che 
dooe : Marie if Bepentalince 
tome to hym, ſhe deltuereth him 
from all euils: and imp2pnteth 
in hym, an other opinion and 
deſpꝛe, that hould leade him to 
true learning, and alſo to that, 
the whiche is called the vntrue 
learning. Than what is doen 
moze? If he recepue(quoth he) 
the opinion, the whiche guideth 
him to trite lerning, by that he 
is purged: and made ſafe and 
blefſed , and ſhall be happpe all 
his life after,except he be again 
decepued by falſe opinion. O 
good lozd, what an other great 
peryll is this? But what ma⸗ 
ner of thing, quod J, is the = 
F 
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true learning? Deeſt thon not 
ponder other Compaſſe . Merp 
well, guoth J. Alſo without the 
circuite aboute the entre, there 
ſtandeth a woman, the whiche 
ſcemcth to be verape nette, and 
pure, and to be well manered, {A 
{ce hir verate well. Bir (quoth 
he)many fooliſhe folke call ler⸗ 
ning, but (hee is none other in 
deede, than vntrue learnpnge. 
And whan thei,that are whollp 
made ſafe, wyll aduante them 
ſelfe to true lerning, they come 
hyther firſt: Is there than none 
other waie but this, to come to 
true learnynge: Yes, quoth he, 
But thoſe folkes within the cir- 
cite that go downward , what 
be they Thoſe be,quoth he, the 
loyers of pntrge learning, men 
Wy Dun des 
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deteiued, and wening that they 
be verp familiare with true ler⸗ 
ning. Phat bee they called - 
Some poetes, quoth he, ſome o 
ratours, ſome Logiciens, ſome 
Muſiciens, ſome Irithmetricts 
ens, ſome Geometriciens, ſome 
Aſtronomers, ſome of Epicu⸗ 
res ſecte, ſome of the Peripate 
tike ſecte,ſome of the ſecte Cri⸗ 
tike, and all other ſuche Ipke, 
The women, the whiche ſeeme 
to renne aboute, lyketo thoſe 
we ſawe fpiſte, amonge whome 
thou didit ſape,there was In⸗ 
continence,and other with the, 
what be thep » The ſelke ſame, 
gnoth he. Why come they in 
hither than? pea by Jupiter e⸗ 
uen hither: but that is ſeldome, 
and not as thep doe in the firſte 
| tom⸗ 
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tompaſſe. And what, bee not 
thoſe opinions lpkewpſe: Yes, 
quod he, Mozeoner ther remai⸗ 
neth in theſe folke the dzaughte 
that they dzanke of Deceit both 
7 gnozaunce, and with hir alſo 
fosliſhneſſe: And they ſhall ne⸗ 
uer be deliuered of opinion, noz 
of other malpce, tyll ſuche time 
as they haue fozgotten the vn⸗ 
true learning, and bee entered 
into the true wape, and dzincke 
there a pourgeyng vertue, and 
taſte awape all the euplles they 
had bekoze, both opinions, Jg- 
nozante, and all other ungraci⸗ 
ouſnefſe. Than vnder this kfati⸗ 
on thei halbe made whole. But 
theſe, the whiche remapne ſtyll 
with falſc learnig,ſhal neuer be 
quitte of their naughtineſſe:noz

euvil,foz the le ſtudies ſake. But 
which is this wap, that leadeth 
a man to true learning: Seeſt 
thou, quoth he, ponder aboue, a

ſee it very well, quoth J. There 
appereth alſo a littel highe hpll, 
and the aſcendinge vp 1s veraie 
ſtraict, and hath deepe pitchin⸗ 
ges here and there , where one 
mape lightly fal down hedling. 
I ſee it. This is the war, au

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he, that leadeth vnto true lear⸗ 
ninge: and truely to looke to, it 
leemeth an vnealp wape. Seeſt 
thou not alſo aboue aboute the 
hyll top a great high tone,very 
ſtiepe vp on euerp ſyde: J lee its 
quoth J. Seeſt thou allo two 
goodly women ſtandinge vpon 
the ſtone with good pzoporcion 
of body, and how thei put fozth 
their handes redp and gl adlye? 
I ſce them, but howe,quoth 7. 
be thei called! The one, quod he 
is called Continente, the othey 
Sufferaunce, they bee ſyſters. 
Why put they out their handeg 
ſo gladly? They doe, quoth he, 
crhozte the commers towarde 
that plate to truſte, and not to 
feare, tellyng theim they muſte 
take a littell paciente and ſuffer 
B uli a littel 
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a lyttell whyle moze, and than 
they ſhall come into the good 
wape. Tell me this, whan they 
tome to the ſtone, howe get they 
vp thercon , foz J ſee no wape, 
that bzingeth theim vp: Theſe 
women come downe from the 
ſtiepe clifics , and dzawe theim 
vp: and there they bydde them 
xeſt : and within a whyle after 
they gene theim ſtrength , couz 
rage, and boldeneſſe: and they 
— to ſtabliſh them in true 
earnynge:and they ſhewe them 
the wape, howe kapze, plapne, 
and paſſable it is, and pure and 
cleane from all lettes oz ſtops 
pes, as thou ſeeſt. They ſhewe 
theim in deede. Seeſt thou not 
alſo, quoth he,befoze this ſame 
woodde a certapne place, the 
whiche 
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whiche ſemeth to be verp fapze, 
ſomewhat like a meddo we, and 
ſhining with muche lighte and 
brightnefſe?: UMerp well. Dooeſt 
thou alſo take heede in the mids 
des of the meddow of an other 
tompaſſe, and an other gate:

Foz here 
dwell all vertues and felicitee,

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fixed:and with hir there be (wo 
other, thei ſeme to be hir dough 
ters? Jt appereth ſo. Of thele, 
the mpddlemoſte is Learning, 
the other trouth, the other pers 
ſwaſion . But why Randeth 


this woman vpon & ſquare 


ſtoane: It is a token, quoth he, 
that the wap, that leadeth folke 
to hir, is fo theim bothe kyzme 
and ſure: and the gifte of thoſe 
thynges, that ſhe geueth, is to 
the receiuours ſure and ſtable, 
And what thinges be they, that 
ſhe geueth? Boldnes and Aſſu⸗ 
rednes without feare,quoth he, 
what be thei-Knowlage, quoth 
he, to ſuffer nothing greuouſlye 
in this lyfe. By God, quoth J, 
theſe bee goodlp gyftes : But 
why ſadeth ſhe ſo without the 
coms 
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tompaſſe: To the intent, quoth 
he, he map heale thoſe, the whiz 
the come thyther, and maketh 


theim to dzincke a pourgacion. 


Whan they be pourged, from 
thence ſhe b2ingeth theim into 
the vertues. How is this, quoch 
J? J vnderſtad it not well pet. 
But thou alt vnder ſtande it, 
guoth he. In lpkewpſe as pf a 
man, the whiche is verpe ſicke, 
cometh to a phiſicion, the phiſi- 
tion doth firſt by purgacion ex⸗ 
pell all thofe thinges, that cau⸗ 
fed the ſicknes: Ind ſo after re⸗ 
tozeth the patient te his reco- 
nerp and helch again. It᷑ the pa: 
tient do not obep to thoſe thin⸗ 
ges, the which the phiſicion cd⸗ 
maundeth he ſhould, not with⸗ 
out a cauſe he is caſte vp — 
kn php⸗ 
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byſicion, and vndooen by the 

5 kenefſe,This J vnderſtande 
(quoth J.) Euen in the lame 
maner, quoth he, it is, whan a 
man commeth to Learning, ſhe 
cureth him, and maketh him 
dꝛinke hir vertue,firſt to purge 
him, and to caſte awape all the 
euils, the whiche he had, whan 
he came to hir. What be thoſe? 
Ignozaunce and Errour, the 
whiche he dzancke of Deceyte, 
and pzyde alſo and arrogance, 
toncupiſcence, intemperaunce, 
farie, couetouſneſſe, and all o⸗ 
ther, with whiche he was reple⸗ 
niſhed in the firſt copaſſe. Then 
when he is pourged, whyther 
doeth ſhe ſende him? In ( quoth 
he ) to knowlage, and to other 
vertues , To what vertues? 
Dooeſt 
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Dooeſt thou not ſee( qtioth he) 
within the gate, acompanye of 
women, the whiche ſeeme to be 
of good diſpoſition and wel oꝛ⸗ 
died, hauing their apparell not 
gate, but ſymple, noz thei be not 
ſo trymme, noꝛ fo pickedlp attis 
red, as the other be; J ſee theim 
(quoth J) but what be thei cal- 
led! The firſt( quoth he )1s calz 
led knowlage, the other be hyz 
ſyſters, Strength of minde, Ju 
ſtice, Goodnefle, Temperance, 
Soberneſſe, Liberalicee, Conti 
nente, and Mekeneſſe. O theſe 
be maruelous goodlp, quoth J, 
In howe greate an hope be we 
nowe ? pea pf pe vnderſtande, 
quoth he, and wyll roote in pou 
by pꝛactpſe thoſe thynges , the 
whiche pou heare,we ſhall _ 
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as diligently as we can , quoth 
J. Than you ſhall bee ſafe, 
quoth he. 

Wuhan theſe women haue re⸗ 
cepued one, whyther dooe they 
binge him? To thepz mother, 
quoth he. Who is (hee? Feli⸗ 
titee, quoth he, Who is that: 
Thou ſeeſt the wape, that goeth 
vp to that highe place, the whi⸗ 
the is the toppe ok all the other 
compaſſes, I ſee it. There is 
alſo in the pozche a woma of a 
good grace and fauo} , and ſpt⸗ 
teth in an highe throne, dzeſſed 
gentill womanlpke, and not to 
trpmme, cozoned with a veraie 
faire and flouriſhing garland x 
She ſemeth to be ſo. The lame 
is Felicitee, quoth he. Whan 
one commeth thither, what 1 


: 
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he there? Felicitee, quoth he, 
with hir power crowneth hym, 
and ſo doe all the other vertues 
lpkewiſe, as a man the'whp- 
che hath ouercome marueilouſe 
great battatles. What battap⸗ 
les hath he ouercome, quoth J: 
Uecry great, quoth he, and great 
wilde beaſtes,the whiche afoze 
did deuoure and vere hym, and 
made him their laue', all theſe 
hath he ouercome, and expelled 
from him: and now he is lozde 
oucr him Celfe . Wherfoze now 
they lerue him: as he dyd them 
befoze. 00 would gladly know, 
whiche be thoſe wylde beaſtes 
thou ſpeakeſt ot: Firft, quoth 
he, Pgnozaunce and Decepte, 
doe not theſe ſeme to the wylde 
beaſtes 7 ve and pery pit wylde 
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beaſtes(quoth J.) Secondelp, 
D020 we, wailing, Couetouſe⸗ 
neſſe, Intemperance, and all os 
ther miſchiefe:all thoſe he doeth 
now rule, and is not gouerned 
noꝛ commaunded by theim , as 
he was befoze , Oh(quoth 2) 
theſe bee goodlp actes and dee⸗ 
des, and a victoztie moſte good⸗ 
ly: but tell me this, what is the 
power + vertue of the cozone, 
with the whiche ſee cozoneth 
him: It is, ponge man, a ver⸗ 
tue and a might, that maketh a 
man welfull. Foz he that is co⸗ 
roned with this power and ver 
tue, is made therbp happy and 
wel full, and hath not the truſte 
not hope of his felicitie in other 
thynges, than in hym ſelfe. O 
what a goodlp victozye 2 

thou 
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thou. But whan he is cozoned, 
what dweth he, oz whither goeth 
he? The vertues take hym, and 
leade hym thyther , whence he 
tame befoze, and ſhew hym how 
euyll and how wzetchedlp they 
liue, the whiche dwell ſtil there, 
and in what great daunger and 
peryll they line, and howe they 
erte and wander, and are ledde, 
as it were by their ennemies: 
Some by Intemperante, ſome 
by Pꝛyde, ſome by Couetouſe⸗ 
neſſe, Come by Mapnglozie, and 
ſome by other euplles,from the 
whiche myſchiekes, to whom 
thep were bounde, thep can not 
vnloſe theim ſeclfe, to tome hyz 
ther to be made whole: but lite 
in trouble alt their Ipfe : This 
they luffre, becguſe thei can not 
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find the wap, that would bing 
them hyther. Foz they haue fozs 
gotten that that was tomman⸗ 
ded them bp Genius. 

Me ſeemeth thou ſaieſt trouth, 
bue pet in this J doubt againe, 
Why dooe the vertues ewe 
hym the plate, from whence he 
came firfte? He dyd not tho⸗ 
roughly knowe(quoth he) noz 
vnderſtode anpe of thoſe thin⸗ 
ges, that were there, hut he was 
in doubte, Ind thozoughe ig⸗ 
nozaunce and Errour, that he 
Danke, he eſteemed thoſe thin⸗ 
ges, to be good, which were not 
good : and thoſe thinges , to be 
eupll, whiche be not eupll : Ind 
therfoze he him ſelt᷑ liued naugh 
tilp,as the other doe,that there 
dwell and abide, Now 2 
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atteined knowlage of all pzofid 
table thinges, he him ſelf liueth 
well, and doeth beholde other, 
the whiche lyue eupll , Whan 
hc hathe looked ouer all, whae 
dooeth he, oz whither goeth hes 
Whither ſo euer he wpl( quotly 
he.) Foz enery where he is in 
ſuertee, as he that dwelleth in 
the denne of Cozytus. And whi⸗ 
ther ſo euer he goeth, in al thin⸗ 
ges he thall lyne well, with all 
ſucrtce. Ind ewarp bodpe ſhall 
tetetue him gladip, as the ſicke 
folkes dooc the dates But 
doth not he pet feare thoſe wo⸗ 
men, the whiche thou dydde(s 
call beaſtes, leſt he ſhoulde ſufz 
fer ſomewhat of theim + Noz 
thing at all. Me nothypnge ſhall 
be troubled with Dozowe, noz 
Li with 
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with Heauineſſe, noz with In⸗ 


temperance,noz with Couetiſe, 


noz with Pouertee, noz with a⸗ 


ny other euyll ; Foz he (hall be 
lozd ouer them all: and be fakt 
from all thoſe thynges, the whi⸗ 
che befoze dyd hurte oz trouble 
hym, as thep be, that are bitten 
with a ſerpent called WUipera, 

oz without doubt wylde beaz 

es, the whiche hurte all othee 
Folke to the death, will not hurt 
no trouble theim, foz becauſe 
they haue by this bitpng a re⸗ 
medie to refiſt al other: Oo in 
= wyple nothyng troublecth 
this man, becauſe he hath a rex 
medie pzeſent. Me ſeemeth thou 
ſaieſt verie well: but pet tell ms 
this, what be they, the whiche 
ſecme to come onder from bel 
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hyll? Ot the which thoſe that be 
trouned, ſeeme to reioyte and be 
merie: and thoſe that be vncrow 
ned, as it were men in diſpaire, 
ſeme to knoke their heades and 
legges: thep are alſo withhol⸗ 
den by certaine women. Thoſe 
that be crouned be thei, the whis 
che are made ſafe by learnyng, 
and thep reiopce,that thep haue 
attepned hir: But thoſe that be 
vncrouned are they, whiche bez 
cauſe thep did diſpapze came az 
waie from lernpng, made thers 
by eupll and wzetched . but pes 
thoſe whithout feare wente ta 
Sufferaunce, and thence tours 
ned backe again, and erred, and 
myſſed the wate, Eut the wo? 
men that folowe after theim , 
what he thep? Meuineſſe, quoth 
in he, 
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he, and Dozowes,and UMexaci⸗ 
ons, and Dhames, and Jgnoz 
Ticies. Ind it be, as thou ſaif, 
all the euilles in the wozlde foz 
lowe theim, It is true by Jupi⸗ 
ter (quoth he) that thep folowe 
Ftheim IDhan theſe folke are 
come againe to the firſte cons 
paſſe, to Luſte and Inconti⸗ 
menee,toep do not accuſe them 
elke, but ſtreight they ſpeake cs 
Myl! bothe of Learning, and als 
Co of them that goe to hir: ſay⸗ 
nge, that thoſe are wzetched, 
yſerable, and nee e, the 
whiche le auing the li chatte 
haue, dooe liue eupll, and haue 
not the fruicion noz vſe of thoſe 
ood thpnges , that they haue. 
hat doe thep call good thin⸗ 
ges: Riot and eee

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to ſpeake ſhoztely , Foz, fo; to 
cate and duncke lyke beaſtes, 
thep eſteme to be the kruicion of 
the belt thinges in this wozlde.

map ſe tir. Fo ſhe dooeth no⸗

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thinge by reaſon, but all thins 
ges raſſhelp withoute aduyſe- 
mente, and as it happeneth,as 
F haue tolde pou befoze. Foz 
theſe confyderacions. he com⸗ 
maundeth that folke ſhold not 
eſteme,noz haue in admiracion 
that, the whiche ſhe doeth. Noz 
to be lyke the euil marchauntes 
bankers, Foz they, whan thep 
haue receiued monep of a man, 
dooe reiopce, and thincke it ts 
their owne : but whan it is aſe 
ked theim againe, thei are myſ⸗ 
content, and thinke they be cul 
handled, and dooe not remem⸗ 
ber, that thep did recepue, that 
that was trufte in their han⸗ 
des,foz this intent, that whan 
ſo euer the owner iyſte 
choulde bee none obitacle; but 
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that he myghte take it away a⸗ 
gaine. Under ſuche maner Ges 
nius commandeth folke not to 
be affectionate to foztunes gyk⸗ 
tes, and to remember, that ſhe 
hathe ſuche a nature to take az 
wape and to transferre thoſe 
thinges the gaue, and by and by 
again to geue manifolde thyn⸗ 
ges. Domepme alfo Ce dooeth 
not only take away thoſe thins 
ges ſhee gaue alone, but alſo 
thoſe thinges that were had bez 
foze. Therefoze Genius com⸗ 
mandeth to take of thoſe thins 
ges ſhe geueth, and he that hath 
them to goe his wape ſhoztly to 
the ferme and ſure gifte. What 
gyfte is that, (quoth I:) The 
gyfte that folke take of Learzs 
nynge, pf they bee made —_— 
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chere. Yea and what is that y 
The true knowlage ( quoth he) 
of pzofitable thynges , bothe a 
ſure, and a ſtable, and an immu 
table gefte: Moꝛeouer he tom⸗ 
maundeth to flee faſte to warde 
this knowlage. Ind whan thep 
come to thoſe women, the whiz 
che as J ſaied befoze, are called 
Fncontinence and pleaſure, he 
tommaundeth them not to truſt 
thoſe women in any wpſle, noz 
to tarie till thei come to vntrue 
Learnypng : There he comman⸗ 
. deth theim to tarie a whple and 
abyde, and to take what ſo e- 
uer thep wpll of hir, as a helpe 
oz ayde to a further iourneſe, 
Than from thence to goe anon 
to True Learnyng. Theſe bee 
the thynges,that Genius tom⸗ 
YO maun⸗ 
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maundeth. Who ſo ener beſyde 
theſe thynges, either dooeth as 
ny thyng, oz miſheareth anye 
thyng, dooeth naught Iyke him 
ſelfe periſhe naughtilp. 
¶ So now freendes the ſtozie, 
that is in the table, is ſuche as 
IJ haue tolde pou, Yetif pe lyſt 
to inquire of anp of theſe thyn⸗ 
ges particularly, without diſ⸗ 
deigne Ichall tell it co pou. 
Thou ſaieſt well, quoth J. But 
what weth Genius commaund 
theim to take of vntrue Lear⸗ 
nyng ? Thoſe thynges that are 
wooꝛthie 2 meete to be vſed and 
occupied, What be thoſe ? Lets 
ters(quoth he) and other ſcien⸗ 
ces, the whiche, Plato ſaieth, 
are to ponge folke in ſteede of a 
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nynge fo other thynges. But 
whether it is neceſſary f02 a bo⸗ 
die, i he wpl goe to true Lear- 
ning, to take thoſe thynges oz 
no: Neceffitee trulp , quoth he, 
there is none. Vet neuertheleſſe 
they be profitable, but to make 
folke the better, therto can thep 
nothyng hHelpe , Thou ſapeſte 
than, that theſe thinges be not 
ſo pꝛokitable, that by them men 
mape be made better, fox with⸗ 
out theim a body mape come tg 
goodneſſe : Yet neuertheleſſe 
they bee not vnpꝛokytable. It 
F haue percepued pou well, pe 
meane this, that withoute the 
knowlage of thoſe liberall ſci⸗ 
ences, men mape attepne to vers 
tue and goodnes: in like maner 
89 we map vnderſtande a thing 
* po; 
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fpoken in a range language, 
without the knowlage of that 
ſame tongue, by a ſpokeſman, 
that can interpzete it vnto vs. 
Yet neuertheleſſe, it were not 
vnpꝛokitable foz vs, to vnders 
ſtande our (elf the language, in 
the whiche it was fpzſte ſpoken 
in , Bate not men learned in 
theſe ſciences, pꝛeheminente to 
be better than other men? Mom 
can thep excell oz haue pꝛehemi⸗ 
nente, whan men map ſee them 
deceiued in the opinion of good 
and eupll, as other folke bee: 
and alſo bounde and tangled 
with all vngraciouſnefſe » Foz 
knowlage of letters, noz vndee 
ſtanding of other ſcientes, doe 
nothynge let, but that a bodye 
mare be allo . 
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tate, touetouſe, vniuſte, a traps 
tour, and fpnallie a foole. Foꝛ⸗ 
ſoth a man mate ſce many ſuch, 
Than how(quoth he) haue thei 
pꝛeheminence, by reſon of thoſe 
ſcientes, to be made the better 
men: it ſeemeth not by this rea⸗ 
ſon. But what (quoth T) is the 
tauſe? Becauſe (quoth he) they 
dwell Qpll in the feconde Com⸗ 
paſſe, as it were men appꝛoa⸗ 
chyng toward true Learnyng. 
Ind what helpeth that (ꝙ J.) 
when we mate (ce many times, 
they come out of the firſt com; 
paſſe from Jncontinence and os 
ther vngraciouſnes,to the third 
tompaſſe, to true Learnpng, the 
whiche dooe paſſe by theſe lear⸗ 
ned men. Ind howe can men 
earned onely in theſe * 
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fciences excell other, whan they 
be moze obſtinate, and moze vns 
able to bee taught, than other 
folke be? Howe is that (quoth 
J:? Foz (quoth he) in the (ez 
conde compaſſe that thyng that 
thep kno we not, thep doe feigns 
theim ſelfe to knowe, YE there 
were none other thing but this, 
as long as they haue this opt⸗ 
nion, they mult needes be vnaz 
ble to be ſteered to come to true 
Learnpng.
